Have Failed 


Council of Aorloultur* end Commerce 
to Cooporete With the Tlllere 
of The toll 

At the coofereoco thle week bo- 
tvooo the bueiaeee men end the grelh 
growere. eom# roeosimeot wee ei* 
proeeod at the ueo of the phroee. help- 
inf the tariDer. and tt woe euffeetod 
that a more euKable word ta this coo- 
ooctioa wae coK>peratloa. The aeo- 
tlmoal la queatloa waa voiced by cer¬ 
tain farmera who. la the aiatier of 
boelneoi abUltjr, are much auporlor to 
the average trader la town- There 
arA however, tbouaaada of grain 
growere la thla oountrf of another 
claaa, who are la dire need of expert 
advice aod couaael. which la the form 
la which help la to be given la thla 
eaae. 

There are maop dlfncaltioe which 
men muet face when they go on the 
land with which the cooncll formed 
here win not aoceesanly deal. la 
order that H may be clear that theee 
are not overlooked, aome of them are 
here mentioned. 

The man who goee on the land to 
not f:ree..to buy what be neda In the 
oheepeet market, nor to eell hto pro- 
dueta la tha hlgbeec. He paye more 
for voode and gete Ipea. owing to the 
taiift. It to peculiar that. In a coun¬ 
try where It to ao dealrable to get 
people on the land, thla abould be a 
fact, yet cueb 1# the eondltlon. Then. 
If he wanla to borrow money on mort¬ 
gage. which to very apt to he the caae. 
be muet pay a ralatlvely high rate In 
Saekatchewaa the beet mortgage com- 
panlee fixed long ago on a minimum; 
of 0 per cent., aad it la yet to be de- 
monalrated that a grain ^wer to 
able to pay euoh a price for long-term 
funda. Tba lato F. W. oreed, one of' 
the moat competent farmere who have ! 
lived ta Saekatcb'twaa, eaid that the 
charge wae an impoeelblo one and i 
lhat If he waa beginning life again, be I 
would etart with a ep^e and a ben, I 
and never borrow a dollar. I

the urlff, the traorportatlon chargee, 
high eoet of money, etc., there to the 
fundamental queel^n of the eoU It-' 
aelf.

GERMANY THREATENS EXISTENCE OF DEMOCRACY 


Gifford Piachot sayi that the Allies are Fi^htini to Uphold the 
■Hilbeit American Ideals, and the U. S. Should Hamper

AlUougta the kaiser and bla advis¬ 
ers ara LaUemna. the Oerman preaa 
is running a campaign, Inapired by 
Ue Wilhelmatrmaao to aunport this 
proposal. 'Thus Ue Allegemelue 
Kundaehau. of Munich, urges that Ue 
pope's supreme auUortty and divine 
mlaaion make It neeeaeary Uat be 
should antoy absolute freedom and 
sovereign Independence. 

The threat la made Uat If Italy 
should prove reasonable. Germany 
will abandon the Idea of making Rome 
the capital of a reconstructed papal 
aute. but if met by refusal. GYmany 
would Inflict the supremo bugUilatlon 
upon her of eeubllablng the seat of 
the pope as a sovereign In Ue capital 
of the ICaltan nation.

upon Ue manufacture of munitions, 
la the claim of F. W. Gray of Ue Do- 
minion Coal Co., which baa been 
brought to Ua atunliun of Ua auU- 
oritlea. 

Mr. Gray claims that op to Jnna 
last 1.77U men bad been recruited 
from Ue mloere of Nova Scotia, or 
about 14 per cent, of Ue men em¬ 
ployed In the mlnea. By tbla time 
he eetImaUt Ue proportion at 30 
per cent. The Dominion Coal Co. 
alone, he says, provided 1.300 men (or 
the colors, or 14 per cent of Its total* 
employees. Tha result, ba declares, 
haa been a decrease of 17 per cent. 
In the coal output 

With regard to tha campaign of 
Ua mllUla depaitmeot lo secure min¬ 
es and sappers In Nova Scotia for 
overseas aervlca. Mr. Gray claims 
Uat these ran be secured from Ue 
40th. i;th. S4th and other reglmanta 
recruited lo the province, which regl- 
mente. be aaya, conuln a good pto- 
portion of men from tba mines. 

'Tha scarcity of coal due to Ue de- 
ereete in Ue employees, he claims, 
must have a serious effect on tbe 
munition output. "It la simply a 
choice between men and munltlona,** 

' he declarea.

She 
was Buepected of being a spy. hut tf' 
ter two mooUa oblalaed a new paaa 
from anoUer German commaodar, hot 
that also waa conflacatad. 

Heallxlng Uat her onlrv^ans of es¬ 
cape was by subterfuge, she went lo 
the borne of a friend 10 Antwerp and 
emerged from Uo houke la disguise. 
She waa carried la Ua cart of a Bel- 
gtan cheeaeraooffer part of tbe way to 
the Dutch border and amuggleru guid¬ 
ed hsr Uo remaloder of the way. 

"There were times," said Mrs. Car¬ 
ter, "when wa ware crawling on Ua 

J [round, and it wim alevan hours be- 
ore we reached the barbed wire Uat 
marks tha border. Then I waa lit¬ 
erally puked and rolled through Ua 
llnea of twisted wire to safety.**

During the fiscal year of lOlfi Ua 
Inapectura of Ue radio bureau ct 
Washington reported 3d caa^ of vet- 
aete leaving UnlUKl Stales porta 
which met wlU acmdeol or dlaaater 
requiring Ue use of wireless to aum- 
mon aaaiataoce. Four of qbeae calls 
were due to Are. twelve to running 
ashore, stranding or getting into ao 
Ice jam. three to breakage of mach¬ 
inery, four to colllalona, one to shift¬ 
ing cargo, one to veMel being storm- 
bailered and watartogged, end one to 
being torpedoed. 

Except In Ue ease of the Luaitanta. 
which waa torpedoed, Ue aaalklaoce 
rendered resulted la but two Uvea 
being lost Sloes the eloelng of Ue 
flaeal year Ue following marine dla- 
asters bava occurred In which Ue use 
of wirtleap, helped to aava a number 
of lives: 

On September 16. Ihe Fabrp liner 
Santa Anna, bound from' New YoiH 
to Naples with 7.700. caught firs In 
mld-occao, and all Ua pdaaengera and 
crew were saved. Tbe B.O.S. call 
brought the lullan steamer Ancoda 
to her aid. <00 paaaengers were aafely 
traneferred. and the burning vessel 
waa escorted to Ue Asorea. 

Six days latar the Greek liner Ath- 
inal, bound from New York lo Plraeut 
and Sakmlkl. caught Are <30 miles 
east of Sandy Hood, with 470 paaaeng- 
ert and crew on board, and had tO 
he abandoned. The Anchor liner Tua- 
caala responded to the 8.0.8. call 
and took off 341 In llfe- 

hoau. and the remainder were 
brought to Nep York on Ue freighter 
Roumanian Prince. 

The inapectora of the radio bureau 
eUled that Ue report of Ue AUlnal 
showed conclusively that many per¬ 
sona might have been lost and Ue 
cause of the loss of the ateemer never 
known If the vessel bad not been 
equipped with wireless apparatua.—

Bavarian Children Are Taught Some

Tha school autboriilea in Bavaria 
hava published notea on war geo¬ 
graphy fur tha chlldrra attending tha 
public schools. Tha following infor 
uatlon la given regarding Russia. 

The Ruselan territory already occu¬ 
pied by the Ueriuana la lour times aa 
extensiva as tho Kingdom of Bavaria, 
but la only one-aevi-nty-fifth of Ua 
entire Hueslan empire. But the great¬ 
er pait of Russia la thinly popuiatad, 
and the moet populous districts ara al¬ 
ready In German possession, ao tltal 
Russia can now ahow only alx- 
•eventha of her former populailoo 

At Ue beginning of tbe war. Russia 
had flfty mllltcn more Inhabitants 
than Uermany and Austro-llungary 
combined, namely, 170 millions 
against 130 roUllons. After a year of 
warfare this poaltkm had been ravers- 
ed: Russia now haa only 143 mllllooa, 
whereas Ue Oniral Monarchies rule 
over 13< millions.

The deportment of the Interior did 
everything poeelble to moke the ex* 
perlmeni e eucoeee, but the reindeer 
did not thrive In their adopted lend. 
The chief difficulty wee the “ball** 
fliee of the northa which drove the 
relodeef nearly frantic In the aum- 
mer The renult wee ihet they 
emeebed through the olrongeel en- 
cloeuree their keepere could buUd 
end were loet end shot by the In- 
dleaa. 

The reindeer hove thrived In Al- 
eeke. but epperenUy the Peace 
liver oountry end the volley of the 
Meckenile were not aulteble for 
them- Later on efforts may be made 
to Introduce them In the Yukon 
wberw there eeeme to be bo reason 
why they should not succeed- 

An effort wee even made to erote 
them with the caribou. It wee 
thought that the result might be an 
animal which could be domeitlceted. 
could be driven end used as le the 
reindeer, while able to stand the 
«llmste.' This experiment felled for 
e peculiar reason. The superstitious 
Indians of the north have* a tredl- 
tioo that eeutuiiis ago their encee- 
tors entered Into a treaty with the 
<erlboo whereby they agreed not to 
capture them alive or degrade them 
by using them for domestic pur¬ 
poses. While ibe Indians will shoot 
ths cariboo they will not capture 
them alive- They stubbornly In¬ 
sisted on abiding by this treaty. They 
feared that If the treaty were broken 
the cariboo would dleeppear or would 
seek new haunts. Liberal offire of 
money were made the Indlane to 
capture the caribou but without euc- 
cese The efforts of the forest rang¬ 
ers to espture some specimens alive 
were not eucceeaful.'

On account ot ns reputa¬ 
tion and Its Insular position t&had at¬ 
tracted e lei^e number of 
from outside of the Island- ThH fact 
is BtUl held up by tbe liquor intcreels 
aa evidence that prohibition Increases 
ineenlty which shows to whet lengths 
they will go to defend the traffic. Tbs 
following statietics for tbe older prov¬ 
inces show that there Is very little 
difference In the loeenity record bo- 
cause there is very little difference In 
the amount under prohbltlon. Tbe 
new provlncee are not counted be- 
ceuee at this time Baskatchewen and 
Alberta bad no asylums end the oth¬ 
ers were young. 

Par ten thousand Nova Scotia had 
3$d: Ontario S4.9; Quebec 32.4; New 
Brunawlck 34-7. 

When we come to the stetletice of 
drunkenness and crime they give a 
emasbing blow to the traffic In liquor. 
In 1913. Nova Scotia had 8.0 convlc- 
tkms for dninkenness per thousand; 
bHtleh Columbia had 21.3. 

Ths criminal record Is etlll more re¬ 
markable. tbe last census report gives 
the following eonvictlons for crime 
per ten thousand population- Piince 
Edward Island.

Stamps bearing Queen Victoria's ef¬ 
figy ceased to be valid after tbe lest 
day of June In the present year Pre¬ 
vious to the Introduction of etempe 
letters bad to be taken to one of the 
branch offices, which were limited In 
numbers even in large cities; and If 
tbe sender prepaid the postage e red 
mark was affixed and It went forward. 
If tbe sender did not pay In edveace. 
tbe poetegs wee payable on delivery, 
which wee very euetomary, and was 
frequently considered the safest way 
of Insuring that the missive would 
reach He deetlnetlon. 

When the new stamp wee introduc¬

Now Totals Over Two Thousand 

Furo Srod Bison 

Tho Canadian govoremoDt buffalo 
bond svaa startod in 1897 by tho gUi 
of ihroo Toxaa buffalo proMoti^ by 
Mr. T. Q.Blackstock, of Toronto, to 
Hock Mouniatn Park. Thoso animsts 
were placed on axhtbHluo in tho pad- 
dock at Banff, and tho foUowtng year 
iholr number wsa Increased by a stml- 
Ur gift from Lord Scralhooaa. who 
presauted tho govornmeni with thir¬ 
teen bead from his BUvor Hetghu 
herd at Wtanlpog. This herd gradual¬ 
ly Increased until by 1999 It totalled 
nearly 100 bead. 

In 1908 the government entered in¬ 
to negotintions with Michael Pablo, of 
Montana, for hU herd of pure blood 
bleon on the FUtbead lodUn reserve. 
This herd wse known to be the larg¬ 
est hard of pure blood blaon then ta 
existooce but was not belteved to 
number more than about 300 bead. 

Pablo bad for years tried to gel the 
American govehiment to give him 
enough land on which to beep the herd 
and at last they announced that the 
Flathead ressrvs was lo be thrown 
open, which meant that Pablo would 
be forced out and oorapelled either to 
find a new range or a purchaser for 
tho herd. 

Howard Eatoq. the well known 
guide and friend of Tbeo. Roosevelt, 
heard of tbe matter, and eecured an 
option from Pablo for $300 per head. 
He then west to WaehlngtoD and 
tried to get the US- government to 
buy ibe herd. Roosevelt and the Bleon 
Society urged the purchase but coo- 
grees refused to pass aa approprlatlou 
and Pablo had to look somewhere 
else. Through Alex Ayette. Immlgra- 
Uoo agent at MissouU, tbe matter 
was brought to the attention of the 
Canndlan goveromeot which renllied 
the opportunity offered. Before the 
United Btntes nulborltlee renllsed 
what was happening the hargalo was 
completed. It wae supposed that 
(here would be about-800 buffalo, but 
tbe total finally captured amounted 
to 708. The price paid was |260 per 
bead, f.ob., at Edmonton. 

The task of rounding them up prov¬ 
ed much more difficult than wae an¬ 
ticipated. It called for peraerverance. 
endurance and horsemanship of the 
highest order. Tbe buffalo were ex¬ 
tremely wild snd swift of foot and 
could outrun the fastest boraes. 

The first yeer, 1907, 400 buffalo 
were secared—300 males were ship¬ 
ped in the spring snd 311 cows and 
calves followed In the autumn. As It 
had not been possible to get Buffalo 
Park fenced and ready In time for 
these arrivals, they were pieced In 
Bik Island Park—a fenced enclosure. 
18 square miles in sres. established 
eeverai years before for the protection 
of elk and moose. 

Thsre are atill know oto be a largs 
number of buffalo left on tha range 
and although Pablo now bad many 
other offers be agreed to let the Can¬ 
adian government have the remainder 
at the same price. In tbe autumn of 
1908. therefore, another round-up was 
made, and eight miles of wing fence 
and a large oorral were built- After 
■lx weeks bara riding tbe animals 
were all rounded up and the tired 
cowboys went home to sleep. That 
night, led by an old clever bull, tbe 
entire herd eecaped by climbing an 
almost perpendicular cliff and broke 
away to the mountains. 

The next year Pablo decided to put 
them la huge wooden cages out lo the 
range and to haul these cages tbe 
thirty miles lo the station. Tbere they 
were unloaded Into a small corral to 
awsH shipment The last and final

The great majority of the drinking 
mugs. cans, and cups of tbe German 
soldier are made of (he light metal. 
The framea for Zeppelins and the 
fusee for shells are made from alu- 
mlnum- 

One of the difflcuUiee the Ger¬ 
mans have bad to face la the ehort- 
age of copper necessary for tbe rings 
around abeils.

The French authorltlee 
experimented with It some years ago 
for artillery purpoeea. but rejected 
tt Tbe Germans aca using It in 
such large quantities because they'r* 
forced to do s^* on account of the 
ahmr^e of eepper

To Ensure Ocean Tonnage 

May Requisition Any British Ship In 
United Kingdom to Carry Feed- 
etufTs 

Notice of an Important atep towards 
the ensuring of sufficient ocean ton¬ 
nage lor the carriage of toodslufle and 
oUier artlclsa of commeros which has 
been lakeo by ths imperial autboriilss 
wae received rscenUy by the Canadian 
govsrnmenb 

It takse the form of a proclamation 
in which the imperial auihoritiee 
lake to themselves power to requlel- 
lion British tonnage, such requisition 
to take eflect on notice being served 
on the owners of the veaeeia Tbe 
government bae already comman 
(leered e number ot Canadian Pacific 
boats aad oihen, but thee# were al 
ready reaerved for aueb use tbrougb 
the terms of their subeldies and H haa 
also taken over boats as transports. 
Its new powers, however, will enable 
tbe requisition of vessels for some 
•ueb purpose as the transportstloa of 
tha Canadian grain crop to Britain If 
desired- 

Tbe proclamation statee. In part 

“U la hereby ordered that any Brit- 
lah ship registered In the United 
Kingdom, may. until further order, be 
requisitioned on behalf of Hla Maj¬ 
esty for tbe carriage of foodstuff or 
•( any other articlee of commerce 
and euch requlallion Is to take effect 
upon notice of regletrallon being 
served on the owner of any euch 
help." 

The preeldent of the board of 
trade of the United Kingdom It giv¬ 
en power to serve such notice, which 
will be eent to Individual owners or 
corporatione at their place of buel 
ness.

A Good Puhlie Library er e Travelling 
Library for Every Town end Vlllege 

We beer a great deal In the cities uf 
Canada these days oc the “back lo the 
MUid" BMivemeoL Its Intlueuce le 
wkleeprvad aud beneficial, yet It Is 
largely counteraciud by the constant 
Influx of young people from the farms 
to the cities. 

What, we ask ourselves. Is the lure 
which the city holds out to these boys 
and glrla that they should leave the 
healthy, free outdoor IKS of iheir farm 
homes to endure ihe resirictioae and 
prtvaUoae of city life? 

To my mind, there is but one an¬ 
swer. They come seeking tbe ad¬ 
venture. the romance, the pleasures 
ot social Intercourse which are the 
birthright ot youth, and. lacking 
which, the monotony of fsrm life bo- 
cumee unbaarable- 

Tbe “back to the land** and the 
“stay on the land" problems will be 
solved when we find sensible ways 
of varying snd onrtchiog the Ilfs of 
the people who live on farms and m 
the smaller towns 

As a beginning, why should not 
every town aad village lo tbe prov-1 
Ince have a good pubUo library and 
every remote rural community a 
travelling library of first class liter¬ 
ature? 

Karmera and their wives would find 
profit and etatlsfactlon le having av¬ 
ailable the latest and beet works on 
farm problems aud borne economics. 
Profeeeionsi men, though Isolated 
from their fellows, could keep abreast 
of tbe wider lines of progress. No 
man In any community who would use 
a good library inleltigenUy could fall | 
to find help and Inspiration for his 
osrn work and also relaxation and rest 
from IL Beet of all .the growing 
boys and girls could find In books uf 
travel and in clqpn healthy fiction, 
the adventure and romance wht, ‘ 
their souls crave, and which t]^. 
often vainly eeek In the ebj^^iitter 
and tawdry stimulation c^Uy ehows 
and galttes. 

Om of the problems In eonnertlon 
with the establishment of euch librar¬ 
ies would, of course, fie their housing. 
Why should not each town 4rsct a 
building thst would not only ecoom- 
inodate a library, but also provide a 
reading room, a rest room for farm- 
sra aad their wives coming Into town 
and a large ball for lectures, concerts 
and social gatheringe? AU the pur¬ 
poses of a town ball could be served 
by euch a structure. 

Under vrise local management thia 
would quickly become the natural so¬ 
cial centre of the whole community. 
Here tbe extenaloB lecturea of tbe ag¬ 
ricultural college and of the unlve^ 
sHy would be given, which with the 
b«Mit of books easily available, would 
•ttmulate the Intellectnat and social 
life of tbe whole community- 

Debating and IHerary aoclettee 
would be easily develop^. A ayt- 
tem of InUr-commuDlty debates with 
a grand challenge provincial debating 
contest anoually might be planned. 
Can we not have eomethlng along this 
line developed? 1 believe that our 
government will give Its most careful 
leaderahlp In this If wa, aa a people, 
expreaa a desire for It. 

The expense of euch an undertaking 
would not be very great and would, no 
doubt, be willingly borne br the mun- 
Iclpalltlee who would benefit by IL 

Perhaps the work might come as an 
exiensloB of the provincial or mem¬ 
bers library: or might be managed 
under the edncattonal system of the 
province: or U might form extension 
work for the department of agricul¬ 
ture. which deals so aucceeafully ovtth 
rural probleoNi. 

Whatever the method, ft la our 
bounden duty to make good books ac- 
ceealble to every man, woman and 
child tn this province, knowing aa we 
do, how much tbe future of our coun¬ 
try depends upon our being an en¬ 
lightened and thoughtful people.—
